Fire 
Season 
Opens 


Wildland fire season was officially 
declared open by the California 
Department of Forestry at midnight 
April 25. It had originally been 
anticipated that fire season would 
open May Ist, but several recent 
brush and grass fires necessitated 
an earlier opening. 

Carl Downs, Chief of the 
California Department of Forestry/- 
Orange County Fire Department, 
stated that it is especially important 
for the public to be extremely fire 
safe due to the unusually dry winter. 

He is making a special appeal to 
the vacationers and travelers using 
the wildlands to take extra care in 
the prevention of fire. He warns 
parents to teach their children good 
fire safe habits and to follow those 
same habits themselves for a safer 
summer. 

He stated that the burning 
conditions in Orange County are 
about two months ahead of normal. 
This means that the brush will burn 
now with an intensity that is not 
ordinarily experienced until July.
